Treated Grain 


Farmers who may have small 
amounts of grain treated with mer- 
curiec compounds or other fungicides 
left from seeding have been warned 
not to deliver it to country elevators 
either in bulk or mixed into other 
grains. A, F. Dollery, chief inspecto; 
for the Board of Grain Commission- 
ers says that traces of kernals sc 
treated with poisonous compounds 
to country elevators. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool suggests 
that this is a matter to which farm 
people should pay very close atten- 
tion. Several shipments were made 
last year containing treated kernals 
and losses, which could easily have 
been avoided had more care been 
taken with the same tamounts of 
treated grain, amounted to several 
hundred dollars per car.

Consumers Dollar | 


In 1955, farmers received 46 cents 
of each consumer's dollar spent on 
food of Canadian farm origin; this 
figure is unchanged from 1954, The 
‘arm share was 47 cents in 1953, 61 
cents in 1961 and 60 cents in 1949. 
The average for the period 1949 to 
1955 was 48 cents. These calcula- 
tions dre based on fixed quantities of 
food as determined by Dominion 
Sureau of Statistics food expenditure 
surveys, 

In 1955, the farmer received a lar- 
ser share of the consumer's dollar 
spent on flour, bread, beef, chicken. 
‘8s and potatoes, but received a 
smaller portion for pork, butter, 
*heese and some canned fruits and 
vegetables, ; 

Based on 15 food items, which ac- 
count for about 75 per cent of con- 
sumers’ expenditure on Canadian 
farm foods, 1955 retail prices were 
almost 11 per cent above 1949; for 
the farm equivalents of the same 
15 commodities, farm prices were 
about 3 per cent below 1949. Market- 
ing costs increased almost 25 per cent 
between these two periods while the 
farm share was lower by almost 9 per 
cent, 

Retai] prices of the same 15 food 
items were highest in 1952 when 
they were 18 per cent above 1949.

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Chemical Weed Control: Field 
spraying for weed control is getting 
into full swing this week. The 
earlier that crops can be sprayed, 
conforming with the earliest safe 
period for the grain generally is 1 
good rule to follow. An exception is 
in the case where thistles are a pro- 
blem and in that case it is better to 
let thistle plants reach a height ot 
about 6 inches before spraying them. 

The earliest safe period for whea‘ 
is the three to four leaf stage and 
with barley and oats the four to five 
leaf stage. Remember always that 
annua] weeds are much easier to 
kill when they are very small, Less 
acid per acre may be used and less 
whee] damage to the grain will be 
the case. 

Don't guess when you are mea- 
suring the chemical to put into 
the tank and be sure of the capacity 
of the tank. Also, don’t guess at the 
speed your outfit is travelling or at 
the pressure your pump is delivering 
Every one of these factors have a 
very definite bearing on the results 
you may expect from your efforts 
expended. An error on any of these 
points could make the difference 
between success or failure in your 
weed killing expedition. 

A good speed to trave] with a trac- 
tor On a smooth field is five miles 
an hour, This will take you 27 
seconds to travel 200 feet; 4 miles 
and hour requires 34 seconds to go 
the same distance. Another thing, 
be sure that the water and weed 
chemical has been well mixed before 
you start spraying the crop. 

Inadequate mixing has often re- 
sulted in crop “burning” for the first 
few rounds, If you have any doubts 
fee] free to contact me and I will be 
glad to give you the best advice that 
T can.

So how does he legally cross the 
road? 

He doesn't Ontario farmers say, 
and they're worried about the case 
of their young tractor drivers as well 
as older neighbors who go on driving 
tractors after their car licenses have 
been suspended. 

Since Jan, 1, nobody under 16 can 
get a car license in Ontario and lads 
who got them last year and who are 
still not 16 have had them cancelled, 
So when there was a bid to set a min- 
imuin age of 15 for tractor drivers 
on the road it got talked out. 

“My own boys and lots of boys of 
12 and 14 are much more competent 
than older people,” said President C. 
A. Milligan of the Ontario Federa- 
tion of Agriculture, “If a farmer has 
land on two sides of a road how is 
the boy going to cross?” 

One man had heard of a farmer 
who had nine boys, taught them tc 
drive as soon as they were old 
enough to sit in his lap. After they 
were 14 it was too late. They knew 
more than their dad. 

So Ontario farmers are leaving well 
enough alone but they're good and 
worried about moves to license all 
tractor operators and about farmers 
who create bad public relations, 

“It isn’t right for a man who lost 
his car license for drunk driving to 
be able to drive his tractor on the 
road,” said Lawrence Kerr, a big 
man from Chatham. We've had 
enough adverse public relations. This 
man should not be allowed to drive 
his tractor into town and get drunk 
again at the beverage room.” 

One story was that a man of 20 
got drunk and pushed another fel- ' 
low at 60 miles an hour through town 
and lost his license for a year, But. | 
an Elgin delegate said, the police 
can arrest any drunk driver, whether 
he's driving @ car, truck or tractor.
